FBI alerted about controversial booklet 


WILMINGTON - Some resi- 
dents in the west region of 
Wilmington woke up on the 
morning of Monday, May 20, 
and found some controversial 
material waiting for them in 
their driveway. 

At some~point during the 
early hours of Monday morn- 
ing, an individual or group of 
individuals drove along Glen 
Road and some of its connected 
streets and delivered to resi- 
dences a 31-page booklet enti- 
tled “Facts: The Government 


and the Media Don't Want You 
to Know.” While it is not yet 
known who disbursed the mate- 
rial throughout the neighbor- 
hood, a declaration on the back 
page of the booklet says that 
the publication had been deliv- 
ered by “local activists” on 
behalf of an Illinois-based 
organization called The 
Creativity Movement. The 
organization has chapters in 
Massachusetts. 

On Monday morning, a few 
residents contacted _the

WILMINGTON - Phil Corbin 
has left the building. 

Anyone who has walked 
through Wilmington Center in 
the past week has probably 
seen those words, written on a 
sign hanging in the vacant win- 
dows of what was formerly the 
family-owned and operated 
Wilmington Center News. The 
small town corner store and its 
owner, Phil Corbin, have been a 
fixture of Wilmington Center 
for the last 22 years. On 
Friday, May 10, the beloved 
stored closed for good. 

“It was a good place, an hon- 
est place,” Corbin says. “We

correctly attributed to 
Founding Father Thomas 
Jefferson. Inside the booklet 


were pages of so-called “facts” 
intended to bolster arguments 
against the United States’ rela- 
tionship with Israel and 
reassert white supremacy by 
establishing social and biologi- 
cal differences between 
Caucasians and minorities. 
“This is unfortunate,” says 
Lieutenant Michael Begonis. 
“Some people are consumed by 
hate and have to point the 
blame somewhere.” 
Wilmington police officers 
drove along such streets as 
Glen Road, King Street and 
Grove Avenue and collected as 
many as twenty of the booklets 
from residents’ driveways. The 
local branch of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation has 
been notified about the deliver- 
ies of the booklet and will 
determine whether or not the 
matter should be addressed 
further. 


According to Lieutenant 


Begonis, a crime does not seem 
to have taken place because the 
booklet, while “upsetting and 
troubling,” does not make any

Local aid level- 
funded in 2003

WILMINGTON/TEWKS- 
BURY The House of 
Representatives passed its ver- 
sion of the 2003 budget last 
week, in which local aid to 
Wilmington and Tewksbury will 
receive funding at the 2002 lev- 
els. Representative James 
Miceli, serving precincts in 
both towns, co-sponsored an 
amendment that averted the 
cuts that had been anticipated 
on some line items. 

“Last week we put a budget 
through that level-funded local 
aid,” said Miceli. “(The towns) 
were expecting ten percent 
cuts.” 

Miceli said that the state cof- 
fers are in “fiscal crisis this 
year,” preventing incr« s in 
local aid for the first time since 
1993. The House appropriated 
$7,178,725 in total aid for 
Wilmington and $14,465,129 in 
total aid for Tewksbury. 

Tewksbury will also receive 
approximately $170,000 in pay- 
ment for the tax-exempt prop-

Miceli votes in favor of 
Special Education reform 


TEWKSBURY - State Rep. 
James Miceli has voted in favor of 
a comprehensive amendment that 
will continue the special education 
reforms undertaken by the Mass. 
Legislature in 2000. The amend- 
ment provides structural improve- 
ments and increased funding for 
the special education “circuit 
breaker” that takes effect July 1, 
2002. This is the first year the House 
has fully funded the circuit breaker, 
giving it an appropriation of $127 
million. 

tative Miceliis pleased 
about the positive affects this fund- 
ing will have on students in his 
district. “The amendment that 1 


have supported recognizes that 
reimbursements should not drive 
the placement of students whether 
it be in their home school district 
or an out of district placement,” he 
said. “It creates a placement-neu- 
tral policy for reimbursements for 
special education students.” 
Under the districts 
would be reimbursed by the state 
for 75 percent of the costs that 
exceed four times statewide foun- 
dation budget cost per pupil. 
“Special education is one of the 
largest drivers of increased educa- 
tion costs for cities and towns,” 
Miceli said. “We want to ensure 


that we always do what's best for 


all of our children. This amend- ff 


ment would allow the state to as- 
sume more of the burden for the 


costsofthesestudents’ educations.” 
Theamendment also reinstates 
the former interdepartmental chil- ff 


dren service teams which were 
extremely helpful in resolving dis- 
putes among state agencies re- 
garding which agency should pro- 
vide services to a child. “In times 
of fiscal difficulties, this dispute 
resolution mechanism, chaired by 
the Exedutive Office of Health and 
Human Services, becomes ever 
more important,” said Miceli.

WILMINGTON - The Kiwanis 
Club of Wilmington has again sup- 
plied the firefighters and safety 
building with bicycle safety hel- 
mets. These helmets are ASNI and 
Snell approved, i.e., they meet the 
highest safety standards. They are 
made by Bell International and 
are bike shop quality helmets, as 
opposed to store qual- 
ity and would retail in the $35 
range. The helmets are available 
in toddler, child, youth and adult 
sizes and the firefighters or police 
officers can adjust them for proper 
fit. These helmets are the same 
ones sold at the Kiwanis Safety 
Bike Rodeo in May. The Police 
Department also had these hel- 
mets as part of their community 
policing effort.

TAX BREAK 
ON HYBRID CARS 

Hybrid automobiles, the vehicles 
that combine internal combustion 
engines with electric motors, have 
caught the imagination of roadside 
gawkers all over the country. Now 
it seems that they can catch some 
tax breaks, too. 

Buyers of the Prius and the 
Insight—and similar hybrid cars in 
the future—can deduct up to $2,000 
of the cost of their vehicle on their 
tax returns, according to written 
responses from IRS representatives. 
(These are not official rulings, but 
most tax experts expect the okay 
will hold.) 

The deduction is not limited to 
those who itemize and, at this point, 
the claim must be written in on the 
return, But the hybrid cars are not 
eligible for the tax credit offered for 
electric cars, since they are not 
powered solely by the electric 
motor. Further clarification from 
the IRS is expected soon.

Asa service to the community 
the Kiwanis Ciub is selling these 
helmets at $10 each. The Kiwanis 
Club and the Wilmington 
i and Police are both 
concerned with keeping the people 
of Wilmington safe. Making the 
helmets available at this low cost 
is one of the ways they try to assist. 

If you or your child needs a 
helmet, stop by the new Public 
Safety building on Adelaide Street 
and ask the dispatcher on duty for 
a firefighter to get and fit a helmet. 
Thefirefighters aretrainedtomake 
sure the helmet fits properly. 

Right now is the time when 
most people are out riding their 
bicycles in this beautiful weather. 
Wearing a helmet and 
teaching your youngster to always, 
always wear their helmets is the 
best way to make sure they use one 
when they get older. 

A cracked or broken helmet 
should be replaced, as it will not 
provide the protection that a new 
‘one can offer. Also, a helmet is 
only good for about three years as 
the inner padding (styrofoam) 
breaks down. For this reason hel- 
mets should not be passed down to 
younger siblings. No one should 
ridea bike, scooter, skateboard, or 
roller blades without a helmet. 
Even toddlers on tricycles and big 
wheels should wear one. One fall 
can injure anyone. One does not 
necessarily have to crash with a 
car to injure their head.

All adults should have a health 
careproxy. Itdoes not matter what 
ageis, aslong as youare 18 or over. 
An accident or serious illness can 
happen to anyone. 

A health care proxy allows you 
to decide who will make decisions 
for you if you cannot. Remember, 
if you are in a coma or otherwise 
unable to direct your own care, 
your treatment will be decided by 
others, who may not know what 
you would want. For example, if 
your family is unable to agree 
among themselves or if they do not 
agree with the physician, decisions 
about your care might be made by 
the court. A health care proxy can 
help minimize conflict among loved 
ones. It is also important to re- 
member that a proxy is useful when 
you are temporarily unable to 
comnilinicate your wishes. 

There are many ways to get a 
health care proxy form. For ex- 
ample, you can request a form 
from the Massachusetts Executive 
Office of Elder Affairs, Senda self- 
addressed stamped envelope to 1 
Ashburton Place, 5th Floor, Bos- 
ton, MA 02108.

INDIANAPOLIS, IN - One year 
ago, we werea nation at peace, but 
not now. A short year ago, Blue 
Star Service Banners were lost in 
the memories of a half century 
ago, but not now. 

-On Memorial Day 2002, I see 
more and more Blue Star Service 
Banners in front windows of houses 
anid businesses across America. A 
banner reminds us that a loved one 
from that family is serving in the 
US. Armed Forces, fighting ter- 
rorism in Operation Enduring 
Freedom and providing homeland 
defense. Unfortunately, Gold Star 
Banners are replacing some of the 
blue. 

“Today’s men and women sent 
into harm's way differ little from 
the doughboys who fought in the 
trenches of France, the GI's who 
stormed the beaches at Normandy, 
or the troops who bought inches of 
land with blood at Korea's Chosin 


Reservoir. 

Indeed, they are no different 
thanthemillions of menand women 
who have answered the clarion 
call throughout American history. 
As did those before them, today’s 
men and women whom we honor 
did their duty. Regrettably, we 
must now add 3,000 more names to 
the list of our honored dead.

Some of 
them have given the supreme sac- 
rifice for our nation. We are thank- 
ful that we are a nation that does 
not forget - that we are a people 
who remember and honor the 
memory of those who died fighting 
the enemies of the United States - 
whatever and whenever they 
threaten. 

On this Memorial Day I ask all 
citizens of this great land to re- 
member the sacrifice of more than 
one million Americans whose 
memory we honor today.

A freak accident nearly cost the 
Wilmington High softball team its 
starting pitcher Jackie Joyce. It 
also almost cost her an opportu- 
nity to beat her former team for 
the second time this season.

“It still hurts,” said Joyce after 
the contest.

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They called him ‘Nifty’

came about ten years later, on 
Nov. 24, 1939 when a young man 
came to town in a taxi, plan- 
ning to rob the bank. Edward 
Babson had robbed the same 
bank a month earlier. Arriving 
at the Mechanics Savings 
Bank, he pulled a gun and 
ordered the cabbie into the 
bank. Bank manager Joe 
McMahon instantly recognized 
the robber as the man who had 
robbed the same bank months 
earlier and stepped on a button 
for the silent alarm. 

Babson ordered cashier 
Roland Deming to fill up a bag 
with cash, saying, “I under- 
stand I missed some the last 
time.” 

Eyewitness to the robbery, 
with his hands in the air, was 
Frank O'Hara, editor of the 
Wilmington News. 

. Officer Hoban arrived just as 
the robber emerged from the 
bank with $2,010. The robber 
jumped into the cab and took 
off making a right turn on 
Middlesex Avenue, headed for 
North Reading. Officer doban 
was right behind him, firing his 


revolver as the chase went 


officials. Charles Black, chair- 
man of the Board of Selectmen, 
presented him with a citation 
and a check for $50, and the 
bank manager, Joe McMahon, 
rewarded him with $100. 

Another decade passed, and 
Chief of Police Harry 
Ainsworth retired to become 
chief probation officer at the 
Woburn District Court. As with 
any vacancy, there were exams, 
and the job went to Paul Lynch. 
Nifty Hoban, though, was so 
popular with the selectmen that 
they created the position of 
Deputy Chief, and appointed 
him to that job. Nifty Hoban, 
though, was not destined for a 
long life. He died at the age of 
54, a week before Christmas in 
1958. 

Here is what Capt. Larz 
Neilson wrote about him in the 
Town Crier of December 25, 
1958: 

Nifty 

They buried Nifty Hoban 
Saturday morning. They trun- 
dled all that was left of our 
Deputy Chief of Police into St 
Thomas, sang a Mass over him, 
and then trundled him out 
again, with solemn rites. They 


him bore the same name. His 
father, raised in Wilmington, 
was one of the Irishmen who 
worked in Harriman’s 

until the day of the Great 
Changeover. His father had 
played ball on the Town Team, 
and had, as a youth, been one 
of the people who sat up all 
night before the Hiller tomb, a 
fire before him and a shotgun 
on his lap, guarding the pre- 
cious casket of Dr. Henry Hiller. 

His father was appointed 
rural mail carrier in North 
Wilmington, back in 1912, and it 
was here that Francis Hoban, 
soon to take over his father’s 
nickname, first began to meet 
the world, grinning shyly from 
behind the buckboard of his 
father’s carriage. 

Nifty didn’t especially dream 
of becoming a cop. It was one 
of those accidents of fate. As a 
young man, he was down in 
Wilmington Square one day 
when a couple of toughs were 
being nasty. The cop on duty, 
an old man, couldn’t handle the 
toughs, and they swaggered 
around until they met Nifty. 

Nifty took care of those two 
boys in short order. They

down Middlesex Avenue. 

At Adams Street, the robber 
came to a chain barrier’ that 
was of his own doing. In his 
previous “visit” to Wilmington, 
when he had robbed the same 
bank, he sped down Middlesex 
Avenue past the High School 
(Swain School), narrowly miss- 
ing some children who were 
outside. So the selectmen had 
closed off Middlesex Avenue 
between Church Street and 
Adams Street during school 
hours, putting a chain across 
the road at each intersection. 

The robber, with Nifty Hoban 
in prem crashed through the 

Approaching the barri- 
er at pate Church Street end, he 
drove across the Common to 
evade it. 

The chase continued to North 
Wilmington, right past the 
Hoban residence, near Federal 
Hill. When the robber reached 
High Street, he took a right 
turn. These days, High Street 
continues all the way to the 
Woburn Street School, but in 
1939, it ended near Stu 
Neilson’s house, where there 
was a Y intersection with 
Woburn Street. 

As the taxi approached the 
end of High Street, Nifty was 
able to hook a bumper with the 
police cruiser. He then gave a 
push and the cab rolled over. 

Hoban pulled Babson from 
the taxicab at gunpoint, and 
put the handcuffs on him. Once 
the robber was handcuffed, he 
showed the robber his gun. It 
was empty. 

As only Nifty could do it, he 
said, “You damn fool, the gun 
wasn't loaded!” 

Two weeks later, Officer 
Hoban was honored at the Town 
Hall by local, county and bank 


took him to the cemetery in a 
funeral cortege that must have 
been a mile long. Wilmington 
never saw anything like it. 
There were a lot of people from 
Boston and Cambridge, driving 
cars with low number plates. 
They sat up in the front pews, 
for Nifty was a Deputy Chief of 
Police. But it wasn’t the people 
in the front pews who were 
really mourning Nifty. It was 
those in the back pews, the peo- 
ple who walked to church or 
drove up in a car with a license 
plate that began with a “P” or 
and “X”, 

For Nifty was not a man of 
pretensions. He was a quiet 
man, with a shy smile - the 
same shy Irish smile his father 
had before him, and that his 
sons carry on, to posterity. 

If you had held a poll as to 
who the most popular man in 
Wilmington was, Nifty’s name 
would never have appeared, for 
people didn’t automatically 
think of him, he blended so into 
the background. But if you had 
held a poll to find out whether 
anyone had a grudge against 
the man, you would have found 
out that here was a man — ded- 
icated to the enforcement of the 
law, but still without an enemy 
in the town. 

The rough and tough boys that 
Nifty took care of, officially, 
and they boys who landed in 
the “tank” overnight, to be 
released in the morning, all 
agreed that Nifty was a “swell” 
fellow. They all agreed they 
deserved to be arrested. The 
bore him no grudge. 

And that’s why the back pews 
in St. Thomas were filled, 
Saturday morning. 

Nifty came by his nickname 
honestly, for his father before 


attempted to bully him, and 
soon found themselves prone on 
the sidewalk, bloody and 
bruised. The Board of 
Selectmen, duly impressed, 
offered Nifty a job as a cop. 
And that was how Nifty got into 
the Wilmington Police 
Department. 

He was a good cop. He did his 
duty, but he was a mild man. 
He won a medal for heroism, 
for Nifty wasn't afraid of any 
man, but he never blustered 
and he never threw his weight 
around. 

When the former chief, Harry 
Ainsworth, retired, there were 
selectmen who wanted Nifty to 
be the chief. It was, of course, a 
matter of examination, but 
Nifty was appointed chief pro- 
tem. Some of the others who 
took the exam made better 
marks than did Nifty, for schol- 
arship was not his strong point, 
but the selectmen made Nifty a 
Deputy Chief, and Wilmington, 
a small town, in effect had two 
chiefs, 

But Nifty was still one of the 
boys. He did his work and was 
liked by everyong. He was at his 
best in socially gregarious com- 
pany, like the annual Rotary 
picnic, where he always 
umpired the softball game. It 
wasn't just Rotarians who were 
playing, just as Nifty wasn't 
one, but without Nifty to stand 
behind the pitcher, the game 
just wasn’t worth watching. 

And now Nifty, with his fund 
of stories and his shy smile, is 
gone. The boys in the front pew 
may remember him, but it was 
the people in the back pews 
who really knew him for the 
man he was.

Considering that 
Center News was somewhat of 
a local watering-hole, where 
residents stopped by to catch 
up on town gossip and share a 
laugh with the store’s owner, it 
seems surprising that it's doors 
have closed for good. 

When asked why he is giving 
up shop after so many years in 
business, Corbin says, “It’s not 
something that I wanted to do. 
I was hoping to continue on 
{with the store], but circum- 
stances wouldn’t allow it.” 

Corbin explains that the ongo- 
ing road work in the center of 
town, as well as the closing of 
many businesses surrounding 
the store, has permanently 
affected business. 

“There was virtually no busi- 
ness in the area to draw from 
with Sweetheart Plastics and 
Diamond Crystal Salt closing, 
combined with the MBTA tak- 
ing all the business across the 
street from me,” says Corbin. 
“As any business owner knows, 
your neighbors are your best 
customers.” 

The construction in 
Wilmington Center, which 
began in 1999 with the widening 
of the Route 62 bridge, had also 
hurt Corbin’s business. 

“For most of that time, there 
wasn’t any traffic permitted 
northbound,” remembers 
Corbin. “And if someone did 
stop, they had to climb over 
mounds of dirt and hurtle gap- 
ing holes in the street and side- 
walks. When you disrupt the 
normal routine of a person, 
most times they don’t return to

Many may be surprised to learn that the quiet and sometimes bucolic Town of Tewksbury is also the home of the area's emergency 
‘management center - otherwise known as Region One of the Massachusetts Emergency Management Agency (MEMA). 
:- The Region One headquarters is housed in a quiet bunker like building on the grounds of the Tewksbury State Hospital and it is so 
‘equipped that if anything should knock the Commonwealth's main bunker in Framingham offline, Tewksbury could easily take over. 
: - MEMA Spokesperson Peter Judge, a Stoneham resident, noted that the agency is actually quite unique in its mission and the way it 
‘operates. Because Massachusetts does not have an effective county style government MEMA works on a regional basis. 
- "We are a coordinating agency," Judge said. "On a day to day basis we have no assets ourselves. However, when an emergency strikes 


we own everything." 

The assets they do have on a 
day-to-day basis is up to date 
thanks to the leadership provided 
by Region One Director Kevin 
Tully. They include a complete 
communications system made up 
of over 100 hard-wired telephone 
lines, ham radios and emergency 
band radios that provide intera- 
gency communications. 

One of the telephone lines is a 
dedicated hotline that links 
directly to all of the power plants 
in the country. Another line is i 
part of the National Alert Warning System created back in the early 1950's when the agency was known 
as the Massachusetts Civil Defense Agency. 

Although it was originally designed to be used under "Cold War" scenarios it has been kept in place 
and is used today in conjunction with the National Weather Service. 

Tully first came to MEMA in 1982 and within five years he was named as acting director and then 
director. Under his leadership the Region One Center was completely rehabilitated in the early 1990's. 

We are set up for nuclear events," Tully said, "but we can handle any emergency.

_ To this end the Region One 
Team will be conducting a 
cross border training exercise 
at the end of the month with 
people from New Hampshire. 
Without letting out too much 
detail, Judge said that the 
premise of the exercise would 
be based on the fact that ter- 
rorist teams had invaded the 
area and caused damage at 
Seabrook. 

The training will include 
testing of communications sys- 
‘tems between the various com- 
munities on either side of the 
‘state line and on the legalities 
‘of cross border jurisdictions. 
‘Bomb squads will be involved 
‘as will emergency response 
medical units and state local 
‘police and fire departments. 


According to Judge, "A big 
part of the exercise, is to find 
out if there are any glitches in 
the plans." 

He added, "The training 
forces the departments within 
the communities to check out 
their communications." 

The fact that Seabrook is a 
part of the jurisdiction of 
region One plus the fact that 
the area comprises over 47 per- 
cent of the population in 
Massachusetts qualified the 
region to be the initiating area 
for the new State Anti- 
Terrorism Unified Response 
Network (SATURN). All 94 
communities that make up the 
region sent three representa- 
tives - one firefighter, one 
police officer and one emer- 
management person - to 
help in putting together a 
response to the National Red 
White and Blue Emergency 
Network. 

The participants were 
trained to look for suspicious 
activity and to report that 
activity to a central control 
point. The information is then 

up the line and evaluat- 
ed along the way by state and 
federal authorities. 

Judge added, "Inversely 
information from the federal 
government on down can be 

along.” 

He also noted that the fund- 
ing for this program is coming 
largely from the federal gov- 
ernment and from the nuclear 
power plant operators.

a given year. Most of those 
events register under one on 
the Richter Scale." 

However, the history of the 
area recorded an in 
the 1755 that registered as high 
as 6.0 with an epicenter just off 
the coast of Cape Ann. 
According to Judge, the same 
event today would cause bil- 
lions of dollars in damage. 

He explained that the area 
is more developed now but that 
many of today's buildings were 
constructed before earthquake 
precautions were included the 
state's building codes. 

Another factor that would 
add to the damage is that much 
of the Greater Boston area is 
built on landfill, including the 
so called Back Bay of Boston 
(roughly Arlington Street to 
Kenmore Square, which was 
filled in shortly after the Civil 
War. 

"It happened here once 
before so it can happen again,” 
Judge warned. 

MEMA is also keeping tabs 
on the water levels in the area 
and Judge said that even with 
the recent rain we are still in a 
drought watch condition. The 
rains have contributed greatly 
to delaying that status from 
becoming a drought warning. 
However with the forest fire 
season on us a Close eye is 
being kept on the area's 
weather and the water supplies. 

"We are working with water 
suppliers in local communities 
to make sure they have contin- 
gency plans,” Judge said.

How to manage 


A new epidemic 


: According to the Centers 
for Disease Control and 
Prevention, thee is a new epi- 
demic of our time. It is dia- 
betes, a disease affecting 
more than 16 million 
Americans and the sixth 
leading cause of death by 
disease. Additionally, dia- 
betes costs our nation close 
to $100 billion dollars annual- 


An estimated 90 to 95 per- 
cent have type 2, previously 
known as adult onset dia- 
betes. Many people are not 
even aware they have the dis- 
ease until they develop one of 
its debilitating or life-threat- 
ening complications, such as 
heart disease, stroke, kidney 
disease, blindness and ampu- 
tations. 

Complications arise when 
there are excess levels of glu- 
cose, or blood sugar, that 
stay in the body for a pro- 
longed time. People with type 
2 diabetes have higher than 
normal amounts of sugar in 
their blood because the body 
either does not produce 
enough insulin, or the body 
has become resistant to 
insulin’s effects, a condition 
known as insulin resistance. 
Insulin is a hormone neces- 
sary to convert blood sugar 
into energy. 

To convert the growing 
epidemic, the American 
Association of Diabetes 
Educators, launched its Let’s 
Face Diabetes campaign, 
spearheaded by award-win- 
ning actress Jane Seymour. 
Ms. Seymour, whose grand- 
mother died of complications 
of type 2 diabetes, is commit- 
ted to helping patients live 
longer, healthier lives 
through increased education 
about proper disease man- 
agement over time. 


The campaign highlights 
that early detection and a 
proper treatment plan may 
prevent or slow the onset of 
these deadly complications 
due to type 2 diabetes. 

Diabetes can be success- 
fully managed over a life- 


¢ Exercise regularly and 
eat right. Proper diet and 
exercise may be enough to 
manage type 2 diabetes. Your 
physician may also prescribe 
a medication to help keep 
your diabetes under control. 

* Talk to a physician about 
treatments that might be 
appropriate for you such as 
those that target insulin 
resistance, an underlying 
cause of the disease. 

* Test your AIC levels. 
The HbAIC or AIC test is a 
simple blood test for people 
with diabetes that indicates 
how well blood sugar levels 
have been controlled over 
time. It complements daily 
glucose monitoring by pro- 
viding a “picture” of long- 
term diabetes control. 

If you don’t have type 2 
diabetes, you should consider 
whether you could be at risk. 
Among those at risk for 
developing diabetes include 
people who are obese, espe- 
cially if they are “apple- 
shaped”, have a family histo- 
ry of the disease, are over 45, 
and who belong to certain 
ethnic groups, including 
African-Americans, 
Hispanic/Latin Americans, 
native Americans and Asian 
Americans/Pacific Islanders.

An estimated 4.5 million 
US. adults suffer from psoria- 
sis, according to a new survey 
released by the National 
Psoriasis Foundation (NPF). 
Psoriasis, often misperceived 
as a mere skin rash, is a seri- 
ous and often painful and debil- 
itating disease of the immune 


system. 

Psoriasis occurs when faulty 
signals in the immune system 
cause skin cells to regenerate 
too quickly - every three to four 
days instead of the usual 30-day 
cycle, Extra skin cells build up 
on the skin’s surface, forming 
red, flaky, scaly, patches, called 
plaques, that are often itchy 
and uncomfortable. Psoriasis 
generally appears on the joints 
limbs and scalp, but it can 
appear anywhere on the body, 
covering some people from 
head to toe.
